A conference, consisting of the roads 
authorities of the County Dublin, - held 
yesterday in the County Council offices, 
passed a resolution recommending that the 
urban and rural district authorities should 
adopt a uniform maximum laden weight of 
8 tons for new lorries; limit the speed of 


such vehicles to 12 miles an hour, and. 


that greater supervision should be exer- 
cised over the condition of the springs, 
iyres and brakes of heavy vehicles in the 
} ree State. 


TRAFFIC TO SUIT THE 
ROADS. 
A QUESTION OF FINANCE. 


Mr. Lawless (Secretary of the Council) ex- 
ylained that the conference was the result 
of an Order made by the Minister for Local 
Government dealing with heavy motor traffic, 
and which limited the weight of motor cars in 
the urban areas and county generally to nine 
ions. He suggested to the conference that, 
i; addition to this question, they should also 
consider other matters in connection with 
yads. The Dublin United Tramways Com- 
pany were looking for concessions in connec- 
‘ion with the extension of their system, and 
he thought the various authorities might also 
endeavour to make some arrangement ‘con- 
cerning the traffic on the roads in their areas, 
he question of the Tramways Company 
would, he suggested, be best. considered in 


i ivate. 
ROAD LIKE POUGHED FIELD. 

Mr. McCabe (Chairman, Blackrock Urban 
(ouncil) was of opinion that all heavy traffic 
should be carried. by the railways, so that 
the ratepayers should not have to pay for the 
damage caused by heavy motors to the roads. 
He eonsidered a load of twelve tons on 
county roads was too much. The speed of 
lorries should be reduced considerably. 

Mr. Jd. W. Brittain (Pembroke Urban 


Council) thought that a twelve-ton maximum, 


load might be allowed without interferin 
with enterprise, as such enterprise was a 
(9 the public good. 
made (or ought to be made) to suit such 
trafhie. 

lie County Surveyor (Mr. Ryan) said that 
they ought to make their traffic suit the 
ads until such time as funds would be at 
their disposal to place these roads in 4 
condition to carry any traffic. He thought 
that eight, or at most nine, tons should be 
the absolute maximum load for lorries. He 
pointed out that there was a road in the 
‘allaght district, a mile in length, which was 
in good order last year, but it was now like 
a ploughed field owing to heavy lorry traffic. 
lt cost £1,000 to put it into repair a year 
or so ago, and it would cost the same now, 
but it would be just as bad at the end of 
six or eight months. He advocated super- 
vision over these lorries as to their speed, 

THE ROAD FUND. 

Steam-driven lorries did not injure the 

roads to the same extent as the motor-driven 


lorries did. He had been informed by an 


official of the Roads Department that the 


contribution to the Road Fund, which last 
vear amounted to about half a million, by 
heavy lorries was only £90,000, one-fifth of 
the total revenue. 

Mr. Maguire (Howth) said that he was in- 
clined to agree with Mr. McCabe. ‘he urban 
areas had to pay too much for the upkeep 
of the roads, and the tax on heavy lorries 
was so small that it did not count, so far as 
the upkeep of the roads was concerned. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. A. O'Neill) expressed 
the opinion that the tax on motors should be 
altogether on the petrol consumed. 

Sir Simon Maddock inquired if they hed 
many twelve-ton lorries using their roads. 

The Chairman replied that thev had not a 
great many of them in the Free State. 

On the motion of Sir Simon Maddock, 
seconded by mr. 4. McCabe, the resolu- 
lion, as stated, was passed. 

ROAD BOARD GRANTS. 

Sir Simon Maddock proposed, and Mr. 
Brittam seconded, a resolution, which was 
adopted, asking the Ministry for Local 
Government to pay the Road Board grants to 
Urban Councils direct, instead of through 
the County Council, in order to avoid un- 
necessary trouble and waste of time. 

The resolution was agreed to and the meet- 
ing ended.

\.C., who, with Mr. W. Lennon (instructed 
y Mr. W. J. Norman), defended, elicited, in 

examination, that there had been no 
audit of accounts in the Union for six half- 
‘ears. Hogan had no previous experience of 
istributing relief, and was a cabinet-maker 
before he got the job.

British 
whters: Britain will refuse fo "register 
vessels of questionable character, and the 
Bahaman. .-authorities will .scrutinise 
vessels...clearing. from their — harbouw?s. 
Britain gains nothing by this agreement 
save an improvement of her relations with 
the United States.

Then, as throughout 
his life; he charmed and. made’ peace. Mr. 
Robert Lowe hdped that Lord Dufferin would 
be the last Canadian Viceroy. The Canadians 
took no interest in his arrival; but that scen 
him for 
Canada's loyalty, proved since in the war. 
Lord Cromer bore witness that his own work 
in Egypt was but the catrying oút of Lord" 
Dufferin’s plans. 
, When Lord Dufferin went to India, England 
was on the brink of-a war with Russia on the 
borders of Afghanistan.. The north-west 
boundary was fixed and secured by a coriven- 
tion with Russia... Upper Burmah was trans- 
formed from a disorderly knigdom into a 
quiet province, in which another great Trish- 
man,’ Lord Roberts, took a share. 

His Ambassadorship in Rome delighted him. 
The. Pope :pronounced a public allocution in 
his favour, and when he published a book of 
poems, afterwards sent. a copy to Lord 
Dufferin. - At a very pleasant ‘luncheon at 
Laval College Lord Dnofférin sat between 
two cordinile among nrany archbishops and 
bishops.

THE COAL CRISIS. 


59 FLIET STREET. LONDON, 
Monpay Nicar. 


To-day there was little: movement jg 
connection with the coal dispute, but con. 
siderable activity is expected to-morroy 
when both the owners’ and miners’ repre. 
sentatives will be in town again. Both 
parties expect to be asked to pay a visit 
to the Prime Minister’s house during the 
day, the miners particularly desiring a 
conference with the Prime Minister befor. 
they meet the owners again. On Wednes. 
day the miners are to have a further 
cunference with the Industrial Committee 
of the Trade Union Congress. Hopes were 
expressed in several quarters that a settle. 
ment might be reached on Wednesday on 
the lines of a national minimum of 90 
per cent. or under superimposed op 
standard rates, an it is understood that 
the owners are considering this point. 
Conversations were taking place this 
evening between the owners and the 
Minister of Labour, and it is possible that 
an advance has been made. 


The Suspended Socialists. 


The suspension of the thirteen Socialist 
members on Thursday last is a shock from 
which the Opposition does not easil: re. 
cover, Mr. imide Macdonald tried in 
vain this afternoon to get. the Speaker 
to take another view of the incident. and 
almost implored him not to regard it as 
a precedent. The Speaker refused to be 
moved one inch from the attitude that he 
had taken up, proving himself unex. 
pectedly firm; and when it was suggested 
that there might be a debate on the sus- 
pension he said that he would deal with 
that when it came before him. Wr 
Whitley's decision that the matter could 
not be re-opened was a great disappoint. 
ment to the Opposition ; for it was evident 
that it had hoped to secure an admission 
that the suspension was not ordered for a 


breach of the rules of the House. 


Lord Reading's Future. 


The future of Viscount Reading was « 
subject of speculation in the Lobby of the 
House of Commons this afternoon. where 
it was thought unlikely that he would 
take part in public affairs for a month or 
so. -A- return to political life is not ex. 
pected, since Lord Reading will probably 
resume his work as a@ Lord of Appeal, and 
take his salary of £6,000 a vear. A eng. 
gestion was made that the late Viceror 
of India might, perhaps, be induced ta 
take up a diplomatic career, and be offered 
the chance of going to Paris or to Berlin 
in’ the near future. 


Canadian Cattle. 


The removal of the embargo on Canadian 
cattle has been of immense benefit to the 
Dominion, while it has hit Ireland 
heavily. Mr. Robb, when making the 
Budget statement in the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, pointed out that the cattle trade 
with Great Britain had increased from 
25,758 head, valued at two million eight 
hundred thousand dollars. in 1923, to 
106,200 héad. valued at eleven and a 
auarter million dollars, for the eleven 
months ended February, 1926. Thus the 
importation of Canadian cattle has in- 
creased four-fold since the embargo was 
removed. The price of meat. however. 
has not been lowered, although the hope 
cf reduction was the main inducement 
held out to the House of Commons when 
the hfting of the embargo was suggested. 


Primrose Day. 


It. was the forty-fifth anniversary of the 
death of Lord Beaconsfield to-day, and, 
as usual, a large number of representatives 
of the London Habitations of the Primrose 
League went on the annual pilgrimage to 
Hughenden, travelling by motor coach. 
They wére met by Major and Miss Disraeli, 
and placed wreaths on Lord Beaconsfield s 
grave. Otherwise there was very little 
notice taken of the day in London, few 
people wearing primroses. Parliament 
squate is still the shrine for Conservative 
erithusiasts, however, and thousands of 
peovle filed past the statue and deposited 
bunches of primroses at the base. while 
some tery fine trophies were placed round 
the statue. inclm ng a great arch of 
primroses from.the Grand Council of the 
Primrose League. 


Outbreaks of Fire. 


An extraordinary series of outbreaks 
of fire has taken place in London during 
the week-end, and the Fire Brigade have 
had to answer forty-five calls in forty 
eight hours. Seldom has there been such 
a sequence of outbreaks. Fire engines 
and firemen had to proceed from one fir 
to another, and the men were on duty for 
many hours in succession, Scotland Yard 
has been asked to investigate the matter : 
for it is suspected that in the case of some 
of the fires lighted matches yr Ár 
thrown into the buildings. In the of 
the cases the outbreak began on the crown’ 
floor of the premises near a door in 4 
secluded back street. No direct. evidence 
was found to-day that attacks had | 
made, but a few days ago, in the case 
a fire, a bundle of paper which had ber 
lighted and thrown in at the door of the 
building was found.

OUTLINED BY THE CHAIRMAN.

- said:—At this, the first public sitting of this 


tribunal, it is right that I should state, very 
shortly, the purposes for which the tribunal 
rocedure which 
we intend to adopt. The tribunal has been 
established ! ; 
to inquire into the ‘retail prices (and 
wholesale Fees if necessary) “of articles 
oí general consumption, and practical 
methods of effecting reductions therein, 
with special regard to the difíerence be- 
tween the prices 1eceived by the pro- 
ducers ‘and the prices paid by consumers. 

Put in less: official language, our first duty 
will be to ascertain whether the retail prices 
paid by the consumers of articles of general 
consumption in Saorstat Eireann are such as. 
to afford to the vendors of these articles an 
unduly high profit; and, if we ascertain that 
this is the case with reference to all or any 
of these articles, our next duty will be to 
inguire into.and, if possible, suggest practical 
methods of effecting reductions in su 
prices. 

PATIENT EXAMINATION, 

It will be obvious to everyone that these 
inquiries will be protracted and complicated. 
They will involve the patient and minute ex- 
amination of the costs of the production and 
distribution of each of the articles in ques- 
tion, and of the rate of profit which results 
from the price paid by the consumer. These 
are, however, matters of fact, and, being 
matters of fact, we have good hope that we 
shall be able to ascertain them. We: shall 
spare no pains in the endeavour to do so. 
And we have been armed for that purpose 
with all the powers of the High Court for 
compelling the attendance of witnesses and 
the production of business books and docu- 
ments. We trust that it will not be neces- 
sary to put these powers into force; but if 
it should become necessary we shall not 
hesitate to do so. 

We.desire, however, to state that no honest 
trader need fear the disclosure of any detail 
of his business which wou! be of advantage 
to a rival or an injury to himself. The evi- 
dence of .witnesses will bé taken in public, 
but with this reservation—that if a truthful 
witness satisfies the tribunal that any portion 
of his evidence, whether oral or documentary, 
is of such a nature that its publication would 
fre injurious to his business, the tribunal will 
(ear what portion cf his evidence in private. 
But we must get at the facts. 

If we succeed in’ our endeavour to ascertain 
the facts, and if we ascertein that there is, 
in fact, what is popularly known as “ pro- 
hteering ” in the als of any of the articles 
of general consumption in this country, our 
next duty will be to inquire into, and, if 
possible, to suggest any practical remedies for 
this evil. We recognise the difficulty of 
such a task; but we hope that we may be 
at least partially successful, and we believe 
‘hat if the evil of * profiteering ” is found by 
us to exist to any great extent in this 
country, the ascertainment and publication 
of that fact,will so affeet public opinion, and 
so arovse individual interest on the subject, 
that even if we fail to find a remedy,. the 
people will. take practical and effective steps 
io protect themselves. - 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

In connection with this portion of our 
(ask, there is a matter to. which we desire 
fo draw attention. The real price of a com- 
inodity to a purchaser depends not only on 
the amount of money which he pays for it, 
but also on the quantity of the commodity 
which he actually gets. In other words, 
price is affected, and materially’ .ffected, 
by short weight or measure. It will, there- 
lore, be.our duty to” consider the effect of 
short weight ard short measure upon the 
‘tual price of commodities of general con- 
suinpiion now usually sold by weight or 
measure, and to inquire in respect of what 
articles of general consumption and to what 
extent sales Sy net weight or measure should 
be made compulsory, and whether the giving 
of short weight or measure generally Should 
be mad: a ‘penal offence. 

_ Personally} I look for beneficial and prac- 
tical results from this portion of our labours. 
the people who are most affected by short 
weight and measure are the poor, and no ore 
who has not gone into the matter very care- 
fully has any conception of the difference in 
money's worth, due to the sale by short 
weight or measure of some of the common 
nechssaries of life spread over a year.

DEATH OF SIR SQUIRE 
BANCROFT’ | 


AA. 


NOTED ACTOR AND T 
CITIZEN. 


— --- > — — 


of Sir Squire Bancroft, after a short illness, 
at his London residence last night. One of 
the most successful and accomplished of ‘actor- 
managers, Sir Squire Bancroft enjoyed 'a just 
and an almost unequalled: popularity. Long 
years ago the public took 
and to the end he held a sure and happy place 


A Londoner by birth, Sir Squire Bancroft 
was so cosmopolitan in sympathy and interest 
that he might be called a citizen of the world, 
The theatre owes much to him; the world 
owes more; for he set up and maintained » 
lofty standard, and apart from the great cau 
of art, he lived and moved and-spent himself 
in charity. 

Bora on the 14th of May, 1841, Sir b2 
Bancroft was educated at private schools in 
England and France, and in his twentieth 
year he made his first appearance upon the 
stage at the Theatre Royal, Birmingham. 
His natural histrionic gifts, fully appreciated 
from the very outset, developed rapidly, 
but, . like all others of his profession, 
he served an arduous apprenticeship be- 
fore he found his foot secure upon the 
lower rungs -of the: ladder. . Having 
played a variety of parts at leading provincial 
theatres, and he moved to London. There he 
Secured an eltigagement in the Prince of | 
Wales’s Theatre, which had recently been 
- RE AÍ (1865) under the joint management of! 

. J. Byron and Miss Marie Effie Wilton, 
daughter of Robert Pleydell Wilton, a mem- 
ber of one of the oldest Gloucestershire 
families, who had left his home to become an 
actor. .A strong attachment sprang up. be: 
tween Squire Bancroft and Miss Wilton. Both + 
were exceptionally talented, possessing, be- 
sides, many cultivated tastes in common, and 
their happy marriage took place in 1867. 


FORTUNE'S WHEEL. . . 
Meanwhile the fortunes of the theatre were | 
not in the ascendant. Byron’s plays had 
failed to capture the public fancy, and it was 
decided that'a change should be made. The 
first step taken was to place T., W. Robert- 
son's comedy, ‘‘ Society, on the stage, and 
the result was an immediate triumph. The 
admirable acting of the Bancrofts became the: 
theme of. universally favourable comment, | 
and the Prince of. Wales’s soon “was one of 


the ‘most fashionable and. best, frequented | 
theatres in London. A long series of Robert- 
son's plays succeeded, including ‘‘ Ours,’’ 


*“*Caste,’” “‘ Play,” “School,” and ‘‘ M-P.,”’ 
in each of which the Bancrofts sustained the 
principal parts. The charm, supreme ability, 
and essential refinement of their delineations 
opened a new chapter in the history of the 
British stage. 

Mr.’ Bancroft’s skilful management :contri- 
buted in a large degree to the remarkable 
success attained. Every new piece was 
staged with a perfection theretofore unknown, 
while every accessory was made the subject 
of painstaking and elaborate study. At 
various times he expended £10,000 in altering 
and decorating the beautiful little theatre. : 


“ The School -for Scandal,’’. ‘‘ Masks and 
Faces,’’ ‘‘ Diplomacy,’’ and ‘‘ Sweethearts,”’ 
were attended by extraordinary prosperity, 
setting the crown upon Mr. Bancroft’s enter- 
prises. Thus matters continued until 1879, 
when he became the purchaser’ of the Hay- 
market Theatre. Some expressed: surprise: at 
his abandonment of ‘the old Prince of Wales's, 
but, as he pointed out, a dozen rivals had 
sprung up since its opening in 1865, and “ all 
the houses, naturally, imitated, and some- 
times improved upon, the luxuries we had 
started.” In 1880 the Haymarket was opened 
with “ Monev.” Mr. Bancroft spent ,000 
ih reconstructing and decorating the theatre, 
which, during the remainder of his term of 
management, was the scene of _ triumphs 
greater than. any that. had. gone before. 


THE RETIREMENT. 

In 1885 the Bancrofts retired at the close 
of twenty yédrs of management, the net pro- 
fits of which exceeded £180,000, Their faze- 
well. to the stage called forth innumerable 
tributes. of esteem and gratitude from all 
classes of society, ample’ acknowledgment 
being made of the services which they had 
rendered in the modern revival ofthe drama. 
Both acted before Queen Victoria on a 
special. Command occasion, and Mr. 
Bancroft subsequently appeared with Sir 
Henry Irving, but was rarely. seen behind the 
footlights afterwards. He devoted .much time 
to “readings” of Dickens's “ Christmas 
Carol ” for Roapitals throughout the country, 
and raised no less than £20,000.- He at the 
Haymarket on May 12, 1896, made a re- 
kg for charity. 

n June, 1897, at the time of Queen 
Victoria’s Jubilee, the late Lord Salisbury 
wrote to Mr. Bancroft stating that Her 
Majesty had been pleased to approve his re- 
commendation that the honour of Knighthood 
should be conferred upon him “in  recog- 
nition of the high position which you occupy 
in the profession to which you have rendered 
such notable service.” This intimation gave 
high satisfaction in all literary and artistic 
circles at home and abroad. Sir Squire Ban- 
croft, who received his well-merited distinc- 
tion from Her Majesty’s hands at Osborne, 
was the recipient of many letters of con- 
gratulation, among them being one from Lord 
Glenesk (then Sir Algernon Borthwick), iu 
which the writer boré testimony to the enor- 
mous improvement that he and Lady Bancroft 
had effected on the English stage. ‘‘ You 
were the first,” he said, ‘‘ to teach the school 
of Nature, and not only by your own bright 
impersonations, but also by your influence 
over “all:those with whom you: were brought 
into contact, to prove that English art is 
second to none.” Another correspondent, 
addressing ‘Lady Bancroft, wrote :—“ It has 
been by such good work as yours’ and your 
husband's that the. Drama has risen to its 
proper position, and has been ennobled even 
in the eyes of those brought up to despise 
and condempn it.’’ ! 


‘ON AND OFF THE STAGE.” 

In 1888 the Bancrofts published 
volumés devoted to.an account of 
careers, “ On and Off the Stage.” 
edition was exhausted on the wt of publica- 
tion, and a second edition within a week 
afterwards. Five-edijtions were issued subse- 
sro 4 and the work went out of print. 
Since that time they were frequently urged 
to write their reminiscences, whereupon, as 
Sir Squire Bancroft has recorded, the idea 
occurred’ to: them of comprising within a 
single ' their memories of sixty vears. 
The ‘result was: the publication of “ The 
Bancrofts : Recollections of Sixty Years ” in 
1909. Although the volume went over much 
of the old ground, it proved acceptable, and 
enjoyed an immense circulation. 

Sir. Squire Bancroft showed himself an 
excellent raconteur, possessed of considerable 
skill with his pen, and the glimpses that he 
gave of contemporary stage life, together with 
character sketches, have won a

It was.on the llth of March, 1913, that 
Sir Squire Bancroft gave his final reading at 
: On the 17th of 
Decemberg 1918, Tiowever, he appeared as 
“Triplet ” in ‘‘ Masks and Faces,” which 
layed in aid of King George's Pension 
Fund for Actors. In his retirement Sir 
Squire Bancroft spent his time mostly in the 
company oi Lady Bancroft, whose companion- 
ship was one of his chief joys. She died in 
1921. Sir Squire was President of the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Art, a member of the 
Advisory Board for the Licensing of Plays 
and an honorary LL-D. of the St. Andrew’s 
University. Old patrons of the Dublin 
theatres recall his visits to their city, and 
retain sweet récollections of his winning 
personality and finished art.

“THE NEWRY BEAR.” 


TRUTH ABOUT A SCARE 
OF 30 YEARS AGO. 
a 
From A Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 


The news that they have a bear rampaging 
around Monaghan reminds me. that in the 
early nineties of Jast century we had a bear— 
or what. passed for a bear—in Newry. and the 
neighbourhood thereabout. Since then I have 
lived through two civil wars in this dear land 
of ours, at the very heart of the disturbance, 
too, and I can assure you that the terrors 
and uncertainties of revolutions and re- 
bellions are as nothing to those which a non- 
- ¢xistent. hear, can produce if properly stage- 
managed by competent Press correspondents, 
as they were in Newry over thirty years ago, 
and as, I am sure, their successors in title 
and activity are to-day. 

May. I suggest that Monaghan should keep 
its nerve just now, and that if any Monaghan 
man—or woman, for that. matter—meets a 
thing that he”(or she) thinks ‘is a bear that 
he for she) will simply give it a kick and 
report the circumstance at. the nearest Civic, 
Guard station?

Whether it. is or is. not in excess 
depends upon its relation to the amount of 
coin or bullion reserved by the issuing bank 
in its. coffers.:’ 

TO PREVENT OVER-ISSVE. 

The sorry experiences of that time, about. 
a hun led vears 2go, led to the Banking Act 
of 1844 for <ngland and Wales, followed by 
corresponding measures applicable to Scot- 
land and Ireland in 1845. These statutes 
were intended to obviate the chances of over- 
issue by limiting the power. to.issue notes 
payable on demand, ¢ making the 
amount of such notes Ín circulation yary with 
the amount of bullion in the possession of the 
purchasers. | 

As regards Irelapd. the Banking Act .of. 
1845 provided that ™ bankers who have issred 
notes in the year preceding Ist May, 1845, 
and none others, may continue such issue on 
receiving a certificate from the Stamp Office, 
stating the average amount of their’ notes 
during that period, and of thé amount of the 
gold and silver coin.” ' 

On that basis each of the issuing banks in 
Ireland was allotte@an ‘' authorised, circula-. 
tion,” and the present authorised circulation 
for the joint stock banks in [reland is 
£6,354,494. That amount is fixed, but over 
and above that amount the same banks may 
issue notes, according to the average amount 


THE WITHORAWAL OF GOLD. 
‘They have not always issued notes to, the 
full amount thus allowed. In the. year. 1913 
the average amount of coin held by the banks 
of issue in Ireland was £4,375,925. Adding 
that to the amount of the “‘ authorised. circu- 
lation,” they could have issued, a tota! of

The hearing was resumed of the action 
which John Connell, 40 Cabra road, Dubiin, 
cattle dealer, claims £5,000 damages against 
the Munster and Leinster Bank, Ltd., for 
alleged neglect and refusal to pay the plain- 
tiff's cheques and for damages for breach of 
contract and for libel.

BANK CLERK'S EVIDENCE. 

Patrick J. Drohan, who was employed as a 
ledger clerk in the Phibsborough branch of 
the Munster and Leinster Bank at the time, 
was examined, and, in reply to Mr. Fitzgerald, 
K.C.. described several conversations which 
he had with Mr. Connell about his account. 
A few days before Christmas Mr. Connell 


came to him at seven o'clock in the evening 


and asked him if the account was all right. 
Witness replied that it was. He then asked 
witness if any cheques had gone bad. and he 
replied “Nó.” Mr. Conneli asked him was 
he going home at Christmas, and when he 
heard that he was he told him he would get 
him a ticket. He also put £3 in the witness s 
pocket, saying: “That is to put over ihe 
Mheistmas holidays.”’ Describing a furthe: 
COnNVETSaxian with Mr. Connell. the witness 
said that he told him that he was hard up 
and owed £70, and that he had debited a 
number of cheques fo the plaintiff's account. 
Connell replied: ** Never mind. I wil) make 
hat all right for vou.”’ 

lhe witness went on to explain his holding 
hack of cheques, and said that he only held 
then over for a. couple of days. “ He said,” 
the witness further stated, “ that I could: do 
him a lot of good turns. He warned me not 

to give anything hack. and [ said, ‘ All 

right,” Connell also told him that he would 
make the £70 all right. and the witness told 
him that he would pay him back whenever he 
could, and Connel! said that it was all right. 

He did not give the witness the £70, and 
aiterwards said that he could not give it, but 
that he would give him £5 now and again. 
The witness gave detailed ‘evidence of the 
manner in which he debited Connell’s checues 
to other accounts of large customers. in 
connection with one of these transactions, 
aiter -he had debited a cheque to another 
account, he asked Connell to lodge. to that he 
wight get it back again, but Connell did not 
lodge enough. 

Yuestioned as to the promise of Connell to 
give him £5 now and again, witness said that 
Connell gave him £5 on about ten occasions. 

Asked about subsequent transactions, the 
Witness said that he could only explain them 
by aving that he must have been comine to 
his senses and seeing what he was doing. A 
man came to the bank about a cheque which 
had been dishonoured. and the manager sent 
a witness to Connell to tell him to lodge.

INCREASE OF RENT. 


APPEAL IN DUBLIN CASE. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. susTicg Cl 
MURNAGHAN,) 

Judgment was reserved jm the appeal 
brought by the plaintiff in the case of Mrs 
Ellen Sammon, widow, of Ailesburv reed. 
Merrion, against Mr. Patrick J. Byrne, auc. 
tioneer, of 108 North Circular road. Dublin, 
for ejectment for non-payment of rent, from 
the judgment of Mr. Justice Sullivan and Mr. 
Justice Hanna, allowing the appeal brought 
by the defendant from a decision of Assistant 
Circuit Court Judge Pigot in favour of the 
plaintiff on the 13th of January last. revers- 
ing Judge Pigot’s order for possession of the 
premises. 

The action had been brought for ejectment 
against the defendant, described as a statu- 
tory tenant under the Restrictions of Rent 
Act, for non-payment of three quarters’ rent, 
accruing from Ist January, 1925, to Ist Octo- 
ber, 1925. 

The notice of increasing the rent was 
served on the 24th of August, 1920, pursuant 
to Section 2 of the Restrictions of Rent Act, 
1920, in the terms prescribed by the schedule 
to the Act, and the tenant, the defendant, 
continued as statutory tenant from 1920 to 
the 10th of January, 1925, and ceased to 
pay rent in that month, when the civil bill 
was issued. He had held under a lease for 
a term of three years from Ist October, 1917, 
at a yearly rent of £65, the tenant to be 
liable for the inside repairs, and the landlord 
for the outside repairs. 

The defendant objected to the notice of 
increase of rent as invalid under the circum- 
stances. The facts were not in dispute, the 
question involved being one of law. 

In support of the appeal, it was stated that

in the first instance to the pro- 
duction and the sale of bread in the 
Metropolitan area, and the neighbourhood 
of Dublin. In dealing with all the subjects 
of our inquiry it will be necessary to 
some sitting of the tribunal in different parts 
of the country, so as to obtain evidence with 
reference to the prices charged and the profits 
made in the country towns and rural districts 
in the Saorstat, To-day we intend to com- 
mence with the examination of some official 
witnesses, who will give us evidence as to the 
cost of the production of bread at the 
Curragh Camp Bakery and iu certain public 
institutions in and near Dublin. 

COST OF BREAD. 

Mr. T. F. Coakley gave evidence that the 
cost of production of bread at the Curragh 
military camp for the nine months from April 
to December, 1925, was 8.808 pence per four. 
pound loaf. The staff consisted oí an officer, 
two N.C.O,'s, and eight men. 

Lieutenant Woodlock, officer in charge of 
the Curragh bakery, gave detailed evidence 
of its working. The machinery, he said, was 
of an army pattern, and was fairly efficient. 
They baked on five days a week, and the 
average output of the machines when in full 
working condition and using Bakers’ No. 1 
flour, lrish milled, without mixtures, was 
944 four-pound loaves to the sack. At one 
PS during a hunger strike, he had seen 

read eaten 16 days after baking, and it was 
quite eatable. Last Easter four days’ bread 
was baked in advance. {t retained full 
weight and there were no complaints about it. 

Questioned by Major Bryan Cooper, the 
witness said that there were no complaints 
about the quality of the bread. The average 
output was about twe sacks and a half per 
man per day working of 7) hours. At least, 
that was what they were capable of doing, 
but he did not say that it was being done. 

Mr. J. J. Doyle, chief clerk and accountant, 
Graugegorman and Portrane Mental Hospi- 
tals, produced a return showing the dost. of 
production of bread in those two institutions 
for the six months ended 3lst March, 1926. 
He said that they got flour on a monthly 
estimate instead of by contract. They saved 
over £900 by this method in six months, The 
average price per sack of 280lbs. for the six 
months was in Grangegorman 45s. ód. and 
at Portrane 46s. 9d. They used Irish-milléd 
flour and baked pan loaves. They had three 
bakers, who served the two institutions, but. 
they got a good deal of assistance from 
patients. 

The Chairman—Do the patients get any re- 
muneration ! 

Witness—No; but they get little luxuries 
in the way of afternoon tea, extra tobacco, 
and occasionally an excursion to Glendalough. 

The Chairman—Can you give us the actual 
cost of producing bread? 

Witness—In Grangegorman it is 1,7795 
pence per lb., and in Portrane 1.7567 pence 
per pound loaf. The witness here explained 
that there were no rents, rates, taxes, or de- 
livery charges included in his calculation. 

The Chairman—What is your production 
per 280Ibs, of flour? 

Witness—In Grangegorman we produce 944 
four-pound loaves, and at Portrane 95.8 four. 
pound loaves. 

The Chairman—The men work six days a 
week ? 

Witness—Yes, and the baker has to come 
in on Sundays to set the sponge, but he is 
paid overtime for it. 

THE DUBLIN UNION. 

Mr. S. MacLysaght, Chairman of the Dublin 
Union Commissioners, stated that all the 
bread used in the institution, where there was 
an average of 5,100 inmates per day, was 
baked on the premises. During the year they 
baked 2,630 sacks of flour, and the average 
cost was 47s, per sack. They had six bakers, 
and paid them as follows:—Foreman, £6 6s. 
per week ; oven-man, £5 6s. 6d. per week, and 
four other bakers at £4 14s, apiece a week. 
The men worked between 6 and 7 hours a 
day for six days a week. They also got 
annual holidays and sick pay, and were 
eligible for pensions. They got about 97 four 
lb. loaves out of a sack of flour. Tlie average 
cost per 4 lb. loaf was 7}d., and the quantity 
of bread produced for the year was 1,027,679 
Iba. 

Mr. J. J. Martin, auditor and accountant, 
09 Dame street, said that the present method 
of distribution of bread was antiquated and 
costly. A better system would be to deliver 
the bread from the bakeries in three-ton 
lorries to dépéts in various parts of the city. 
The Government should fix the price of bread, 
not the master bakers. In France the muodi- 
cipal authorities regulated the cost of bread. 
In his opinion the price of bread had been 
raised in Dublin during the past few years 
without sufficient cause. Bread should neve: 
be adulterated, and the public should - be 
informed whether the adulteration at present 
taking place—in the majority of cases in 
changing the colour of the bread—was harm- 
ful or not. The Food and Drugs Act was 
apparently a dead letter. As far as he knew, 
a baker had not been prosecuted in Dublin for 
the last ten years. He was opposed to com- 
bines and trusts, which were the curse of the 
country. 

At this stage the Chairman said that up 
to the — they only received information 
from official witnesses, and they did not con 
sider it necessary to take that evidence on 
oath; but during the remainder of their 
sittings all evidence would be given on oath. 

MASTER BAKER'S ADMISSION. 

Mr. J. Landy, Rathfarnham Bakery, Rath- 
farnham, Co, Dublin, was then sworn, and 
stated that he had been about 70 years in the 
business. 

The Chairman—Are vou willing to give us 
details as to the cost of production, ete.’ 

Mr. Landy—Well, we had a strike in our 
place last September, and our business is 
disorganised, but I shall give all the informa- 
tion T can, : 

The Chairman—How many men. do vou 
employ in the production of bread’ 

Mr. Landy—Six men. The foreman had £7 
a week and the other men £5, 

What are the ordinary working hours per 
week ! 

W itness—46. 

The witness said that he admitted that the 
price of bread was too high in Dublin, but in 
Dublin they turned out only about 12 sacks 
per man per week, whereas in Belfast the 
gutput was about 24 sacks, and in Liverpool 
the output was about 25 sacks. He had the 
output in Belfast and Liverpool on hearsay 
only. 
The Chairman—They do not do night work 
in Dublin’—No, sir; and it is an enormous: 
disadvantage. 

How long is it since that came about?— 
About four years, I think. 

The witness here explained that when bread 
was baked at night it facilitated the delivery 
on the following day, He said that bread bought 
over the counter could be had a halfpenny a 
two Ib. loaf less than when delivered, but it was 
strange that very few-—even poor people— 
went to the shops for their bread. 

Anaweriug Mr. Farren, the witness said 
that the type of loaf baked in Dublin took 
more labour than the bread baked in Belfast. 
He said that wages would probably come 
down 5s. a week in May and 4s. in September 
next 

Major Cooper—Will the price of bread also 
come down? 

Witness—It will, sir. 

ln the course of further examination, Mr. 
Landy said that the charges for delivery of 
bread in Dublin were 25 per cent. higher 
than in Belfast. The flour used in Dublin 
and the bread produced were the best in the 
United Kingdom, 

Major Cooper--Do you think people in 
Dublin are getting good value in bread for 
their money? 

Witness—Considering the cost of produc 
tion, they are, sir. 

Answering the Chawman, the witness said 
that an advance of 3s. per sack in flour 
would justify an increase of a halfpenny per 
4lb. loaf. If he could have bread produced 
and distributed at the same price that it 
cost in London, he would be very pleased to 
sell it at the same price. 

The Commission adjourned until a date to 
be fixed.
